The west side of Beagon Hill, east of Alrport Way and
u.unﬂiug from Plummey Streat to Forest Strest.

2« Loulsville: That ares which lies between adrport Way,
Bth Avenus, South, Massachusetts Street =nd Holgate Street.

5, Other groups slong both sides of 8th Avenus, Scuth,
betwesn Holgate Strest and Dekota Street.

4 Hooverville on Alsskan Way, Seuth, at the feot of Con=
necticut Street.

- in the Interbay garbage fill st 17th Avenue, West, and
West Drsvus Street.

M owners and ocoupants in group #1, heve made an
attempt to thelr bulldings conform with city regulations.
This committes believes it sdvigeable to move slowly in the
alimipation of shmoks in this srea, wWith the excaption of the
filthy shecks which are situated in the skeleton of the old
Washington Iron Works bullding, at Bth iverue, South, and Nor-
man Strest; Oonditions here are extremsly filthy and constiltute
& potential heslth mensss. On Aped]l B8, thigty shacks in this
‘N:i wera posted and ordered to be vacated by Aprdl 18, after
whi this comuittes proposes to have them destroyed.

Group #2, or Louisville, 1z a controllsd shaok ares.
The majority of the occcupants in this ares are of the cleaansar
class end attempt %0 keep the premises in sanitary condition,
My. Brossesu, the duly elected mayor of this districte-wa are
eonfident--will ¢ooperste with us in the sliminstion of shacks

in this distriot.

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Group #5 consists of about 366 shacks extending along both sides ef
Bth Ave.,S., from Holpate St. to Dakota St. Most of these ghacks are
filthy snd objectionsble, A Shack town in this ares is plrtiml::g
objectiongble to the city, as it may be seen from all passenser ng
comlng into the city from the south. Because of the large mumber of
shpeke in this ares the sommittes does not consider it practical to at-
tammt an immediste total elimination,; but deems it advisesble thet &
a:ﬂl minhey should be notified sach wesk to vacate; after which the
shacks vacated will be destroyed.

The shaaks in group §4, or Hooverville, have been served with no-
tices from the Port Comsission te vacate by May 1. About 150 of these
gheeks have alrepdy besn vacated and destroyed.

Many cccupaiits of gr #8 are workers on the Interbay gar-
bage ﬂn.ofﬂ of those url.:gni’ﬁ thiz sres oan alfford to live in
better homes, Those in this class should be msked to vecats &b once
snd their shooks ordered reged, The others in this group should be
given s 1ittle time in which to readjust themselves, and we believe they
will vesate without diffieulty, snd this shack area sould soon te elim-
instad, At the time this commi ttas meds its inspecticm, ons vecant
shack wes found and immedistely destroyed.

is the 485 at Hooverville, and others, are ordered vacated and de-
stroyed, your commdttes iz concernsd regerding other ghacks belng con-
structsd in new loestions snd it is recommended that a full time =an
bte amployed Tor the purpess of preventing any now sheek sonstructlon,

There are other groups of shacks in the city, sush as those
the uwemish water way snd on the bemch at Smith's Cove, which are
ineluded in this report, Bulldings in these areas have existed for
years and sra owned and cogupled by fishermen and other part tlme
wa who have s s&all armunal incoma.

In view of the numercus suggestions that hove been mads ralative
to :hu:I eliminstion, we wish to know at this time if you desire that
our sommlttes contimie snd if so, sleng what linest
